AUTHORITY VOTE 


{Majority Undecided on 


Mayor’s Proposal to 
Submit Charter 


Amendment, Only 7 
in Favor So Far. 


A majority of the Board of Al- 
dermen is adopting a “wait-and- 
see” attitude with respect to 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst’s proposal 
to submit to the voters a charter 
amendment authorizing a_ St. 
Louis Transit and Traffic Author- 
ity,a Post-Dispatch survey showed 
today. 

The Mayer said an ordinance 


submitting such an amendment 
would be introduced in the board 
this week or next, as soon as it 
can be drafted. 

The transit authority, a non- 
political and independent arm of 
the city government, would be 
empowered to purchase and oper- 
até transit facilities of the Public 
Service Co. or to establish a new 
competing system. It would also 
have jurisdiction. over traffic 
matters, since traffic control is 
closely tied in with the mass 
transit problem. 

Mayor Darst’s announcement of 
the proposed course of action last 
Friday followed by several hours 
an order of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission granting the 
Public Service Co. a 20-cent basic 
cash fare, effective next Sunday. 
It will be the ninth increase in 
the last five and one-quarter 
years. 

Postponement Requested. 

City Counselor James E. Crowe, 


‘in a telegram today to Tyre W. 


Burton, chairman of the Public 
Service Commission, asked indef- 
inite postponement of the fare 
increase, pending decision on the 
city’s application for a rehearing 
of the case. 
Text of the telegram follows: 
“Respectfully request indefinite 
postponement of effective date of 
order in 20-cent streetcar fare 
case, pending oral arguments and 
disposition of motion for rehear- 
ing. Formal motions to postpone 
and for rehearing will follow. 
Company has been notified of 
this action.” | 
The formal motions are ex- 
pected to be filed by the city be- 
fore Friday. A spokesman for 
the company said it will oppose 
a rehearing and postponement of 
the effective date of the commis- 
sion order. 

Seven Favor Action. 

Only seven of the 24 aldermen 
canvassed today expressed them- 
selves as favoring submission of 
a charter amendment setting up 
a city transit and traffic author- 
ity, and there were qualifications 
attached to at least three of these 
opinions. ~ 

Of the others, 12 were unde- 
cided, three favored a delay until 
a plan for a metropolitan (as dis- 
tinct from a city) authority can 
be submitted by freeholders for 
whom petitions have been filed, 
and two favored some other ap- 
proach than public ownership at 
this time. 

Alderman Raymond A. Egan 
Dem.), Seventeenth ward, said: 
“I am very much in favor of 
letting the people decide the 
merits of public ownership. Some- 
thing must be done soon in the 
transit situation, and the people 
I have talked to are definitely op- 
posed to the Public Service Co.” 

Fears Political Football. 

Alderman Ben Oliver, Negro, 
Sixth ward Democrat, said: “I be- 
lieve the proposed amendment to 
the City Charter should be sub- 
mitted to the voters, but, person- 
ally, I am opposed to municipal 
ownership of the transit system.

Communists Crash 
Through Barbed Wire 
Defenses — Allies Also

SEOUL (Tuesday), Nov. il 
(AP)—Chinese Communist troops 
crashed through barbed wire de- 
fenses and fought Allied defend- 


ers in savage hand-to-hand com- 
bat on Porkchop Hill on the 
Western Korean front early to- 
day. 

Correspondent William C, 
Barnard said the Reds, number-: 
ing about 350, were beaten off 
with heavy casualties after a 90- 
minute Communist artillery bar- 
rage. 

Red attempts to storm the west- 
ern hilltop about seven miles 
southwest of Chorwon came after 
11 hours of savage close-range 
fighting on the eastern front. 
Some 1300 North Koreans were 
driven off two strategic hills by 
counter-attacking Allied defend- 
ers. 

Reds Attack In Waves. 

The Reds attacked in waves 
Sunday night behind a curtain of 
4000 rounds of artillery and mor- 
tar fire. They captured the crest 
of Anchor Hill at 6 a.m. and 
smashed to the top of another 
hill to the south at 6:25. 

The United Nations troops 
counter-attacked almost immedi- 
ately and stormed back to the 
top of the second hill in just 15 
minutes. 

The Reds fought with biéter 
determination from the top of 
Anchor, but the Allies were not 
to be denied. They reached the 
top. at 8 a.m. and closed with the 
Reds. 

Allied warplanes swooped low 
and pounded the Reds with bombs 
and searing jellied gasoline. 

The Eighth Army said _ the 
Anchor’s crest was secured at 
9:30 a.m. 

Only light contacts were re- 
ported on blood-soaked Sniper 
Ridge and Triangle Hill, bitterly

VAN FLEET 10 QUIT

This was the first 
step toward deporting Costello.

From 2 Directions Simultaneously 


Machine Described to 


National Academy of 


Sciences Meeting at Washington 
University. 


A two-in-one X-ray machine 
designed to improve diagnosis 
of human ailments by taking pic- 
tures simultaenously from differ- 
ent angles was described today 
to the National Academy of 
Sciences, opening its autumn 
=e at Washington Univer- 
sity. 
Lloyd L. Garner, McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp. engineer who 
worked on this device when he 
was a student at Parks College 
of Aeronautical Technology, said 
the machine takes 24 X-rays, or 
12 pairs of views, in three sec- 
onds. It is believed the double 
views can show more about the 
heart, lungs, kidneys and other 
organs than is seen through X- 
rays taken from just one direc- 
tion. 

The device, still under develop- 
ment, is called the Brodeur bi- 
plane serialograph.

The United Press said the fact 
that Lodge would not go to Wash- 
ington until Friday led reporters 
here to speculate there might be 
some delay in Eisenhower's meet- 
ing with Truman, It was certain 
Eisenhower would want a report 
from Lodge before he met with 
Truman. 

Senator Lodge, who is 50 years 
old, was defeated for re-election 
in Massachusetts last week by

In 1950 he 
received the medal for excep- 
tional civilan service from the 
Secretary of the Army for work « 
on economic stabilization . in 
Japan. 

In 1947 he was appointed by 
Truman as United States dele- 
gate to the Austrian Treaty Com- 
mission at Vienna with the rank 


of minister. Later that year he 
was at the meeting of the Council 
of Foreign Ministers in London, 
serving as a deputy to Secretary 
of State George Marshall. 

From 1947 to 1951 he was a 
member of the advisory com- 
mittee on fiscal and monetary 
problems for the Economic Co- 
Operation Administration. 

From 1949 to 1952 he served as 
United States minister of finan- 
cial adviser to the supreme com- 
mander of allied powers in the 
Far East. Since that time has 
made four trips to Japan. 

Last August he was appointed 
consultant to Secretary of State 
Acheson on economic and finan- 
cial matters affecting Japan. He 
also served as financial econsult- 
ant to the Army department. 


Millikin at Conference. 


A significant feature of yes- 
terday’s conference at Eisenhow- 
er’s vacation retreat at the 
Augusta National Golf Club was 
the presence of Senator Eugene 
Millikin of Colorado, who sup- 
ported Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio for the G.O.P. presidential 


nomination, 


Millikin was on hand in two 
official capacities—as chairman 
of the conference of all Repub- 
lican Senators, and as incoming 
chairman of the tax-writing Sen- 
ate Finance Committee. 

Perhaps even more important 
was his background of having 
backed Taft against Eisenhower 
in the pre-convention days. His 
attendance recalled that Taft, aft- 
er meeting with Eisenhower in 
New York last August, indicated 
he had received assurances from 
the general that Taft people would 
be consulted when it came time 
for appointments in a new admin- 
istratfOn. Taft said then he and 
Eisenhower were in basic -agree- 
ment on most issues and the 
Ohioan started campaigning in 
earnest for the general. 

There had been talk that Milli- 
kin might get the Budget Bureau 
Maison assignment. Indications 
after the conference were that 
Eisenhower made up his mind 
about Dodge several days ago and 
that Millikin was aware of it in 
advance. 

Millikin has been mentioned as 


a possible choice for Secretary of 
the Treasury, but he said here 


over the weekend he doesn’t want 
the job. 

Asked whether he would assist 
Dodge in his budget mission Mil- 
likin said the answer was “simple 
—I wasn't asked,” but he added 
he was willing to help “with my 
advice.” 

Dodge flatly refused to spec- 
ulate about reductions in the 
budget and “wouldn’t hazard an 


opinion” about the belief of Sen-: 


ator Taft that the budget could 
be cut.10 billion dollars in the 
next vear. . 


Others at Conference. 


Others who met with Eisen- 
hower were retired Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay, former military governor 
of Germany and now chairman of 
the board of Continental- Can 
Corp.; Herbert Brownell Jr., who 
managed New York Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey's presidential cam- 
paign in 1948 and who played a 
major behind-the-scenes role in 
Eisenhower’s campaign; Clifford 
Roberts, New York investment 
banker who has been playing golf 
with the general; James C. Hag- 
erty, Eisenhower’s press secretary, 
and Thomas Stephens, his appoint- 
ment secretary. 

Clay, asked whether he would 
take a Cabinet assignment, re- 
plied with a grin: “I think I can 
give you a very easy answer. I 
haven’t been offered one and I 
don’t expect to be offered one.” 
He added that he was “just a 
friendly listener” at the confer- 
ence, 

Brownell, asked what his role 
had been, would say only, “I was 
a participant.” 

Lodge and Dodge said they will 
serve only as observers and in- 
formation gatherers for Eisen- 
hower in their liaison work. 

Lodge said that it was “inspir- 
ing” to see what extent , Eisen- 
hower is “on top of the job.” 

“It is amazing,” the Senator 
said. “I never thought it pos- 
sible that a man who has been 
through what he has been through 
could so soon after election have 
so complete a grasp.” 

No Recommendations to Truman. 

Dodge, in reply to a question, 
said he will make no recommen- 
dations to the Truman Adminis- 
tration regarding the budget the 
President will present to Con- 
gress in January, before Eisen- 
hower takes office. 

Dodge added, however, that the 
way will be open, after the in- 
auguration, for Eisenhower to sug- 
gest revision of the budget along 
whatever lines Dodge may pro- 
pose. 

Lodge, answering another ques- 
tion, said Eisenhower had not 
asked him to accompany him to 
Korea. The general pledged dur- 
ing the campaign that if elected 
he would go to Korea in an ef- 
fort to find a way to end the 
war there. 

Lodge said there was “some 
desultory conversation — some 
general discussion” of the trip to 
Korea—no date for it has been 
announced—at yesterday’s meet- 
ing. 
Meanwhile in Washington it 
was said the general assumption 
was that Representative Joseph 
Martin of Massachusetts would 
become speaker of the House, as 
he was in the Republican Eight- 
ieth Congress of 1947-48. 

However, friends have been 
talking about booming Represen- 
tative Charles A. Halleck of In- 
diana, majority leader of the 


Eightieth Congress, for the speak- 
ership. ; 
Martin said in Boston he was 
a candidate and heard of no op- 
position, — . 

Before the conference, the gen- 
eral and Mrs. Eisenhower attend- 
ed church services at the Reid 
Memorial Presbyterian Church in 
Augusta. 

Across the aisle, a small girl— 
perhaps eight or nine years old— 
kept trying to attract Eisenhow- 
er's attention. When she finally 
did, he gave her a broad smile 
and nudged Mrs. Eisenhower, 
who smiled too. 

The pastor, the Rev. Massey 
Mott Heltzel, asked divine bless- 
ing on the President-elect and 
prayed that “the people may 
support him daily” in the struggle 
for world peace. 


RUSSIA PROPOSES 
11-NATION GROUP

United States was not interested 
in ending the war, but wanted to 
keep it going and expand it in 
order to gain control of the world 
and increase the profits of 
“American billionaires.” 

He said that, as part of this 
plan to keep the war going, the 
resolution was submitted. The 
United States knew, he said, that 
the Chinese and North Koreans 
would not agree to it and this 
“would inevitably lead to the 
collapse of the talks (at Panmun- 
jom) and the protraction of the 
war.” 

The Soviet Foreign Minister 
said the United States resolution 
confirmed that Washington did 
not want peace through negotia- 
tion, but was interested only in a 
“military decision—victory at all 
costs.” 

Stand on Prisoners Assailed. 

Vishinsky then turned to a 
statement by British Minister of 
State Selwyn Lloyd that the U.N. 
would not repatriate prisoners at 
the point of a bayonet. This prob- 
lem does not exist, Vishinsky 
scid. The real problem, he de- 
clared, is that the “American com- 
mand resorted to bayonets to ex- 
tract from the prisoners a refusal 
to be repatriated.’ 


Vishinsky said that internation- 
al law demanded that “no pres- 


Sure, no propaganda” be used 


with war prisoners to create “dis- 
affection against their govern- 
ment.” He said the screening of 
prisoners in Korea was tanta- 
mount to asking them “don’t you 
want to become a traitor to your 
fatherland?” 

He argued at great length that 
under war conditions there is not 
and cannot be any condition un- 
der which a prisoner can freely 
make a decision. 

Prisoners, Vishinsky said, are 
merely military personnel tempo- 
rarily detained on foreign soil and 
therefore a prisoner “cannot dis- 
pose of his own person without 
the permission of his superiors.” 


‘Tied to Duty by Oath.’ 


He said this version of military 
law was foilowed by the United 
States in running its own armies 
and therefore the United States 
could not argue that military pris- 
oners in Korea were political 
refugees entitled to asylum. 

The wishes of prisoners of war 


could not conflict with the “in- 


terests ‘of their homelands,” he 
said. 


“Soldiers do not go as their own 
free will impels, south or north,” 
Vishinsky said. “They do not for- 
ward march or backward march 
as they. desire. Soldiers remain

LONDON, Nov. 10—The British 
Government, unable to uproot the 
anti-white Mau Mau terrorism in 
Kenya as soon as hoped, has been 
forced to prolong indefinitely a 
three-week-old state of emergency 
in the restless African colony. 
Information reaching London 
from Kenya now indicates that 
the Mau Mau secret society, 
which is sworn to eject the Brit- 
ish from the colony, is consider- 
ably karger than was believed on 
Oct. 21 when Britain flew 800 
troops to ,Nairobi to quell the 
9g Mau’s killings and plunder- 
ng. 

Current reports state that the 
Mau Mau’s “active” members 
number about 10,000 but that be- 
tween 200,000 and 300,000 addi- 
tional Africans of the Kikuyu 
tribe north of Nairobi also have 
— the anti-British Mau Mau 
oath. 

The Kikuyu, numbering 1,000,- 
000, are the largest tribe in 
Kenya, which has a total popula- 


tion of 5,000,000. The white 
colonists total 29,000.

The Most Rev. Mark K. Car- 
roll, bishop of Wichita, Kan., 
urged Catholics not to view 
Protestants and Jews as “soldiers 
- in an enemy garrison” but to 
co-operate with their “religious 
fellowmen.” Bishop Carroll, a for- 
mer St. Louisan, said it was pos- 
sible for the three faiths to “fos- 
ter good will without any at- 
tempt at doctrinal unity” because 
all three religions believed in the 
fatherhood of God and the love 
of one’s neighbor. 


In another speech before the 
opening session of the conference 
last night, Bishop William C. Mar- 
tin of the Dallas (Tex.) area of the 
Methodist church said _ there 
“never has been a time when 
there was greater need for reaf- 
firmation of these convictioris (of 
brotherhood) and for the faithful 
and courageous practice of their 
demands.” 

Rabbi Louis Finkelstein, presi-

No one in the Government has 
any real authority to make any 
decisions whatsoever. Meanwhile, 
decisions of immense importance, 
which have been filed and) for- 
gotten pending the outcome of 
the election, urgently need to be 
made. Thus there is very heavy 
pressure on the President-elect to 
assume responsibility before he 
assumes office. 


Helps Restore Authority. 

Eisenhower has responded to 
this situation. Instead of simply 
letting the Truman Administra- 
tion flounder along somehow, he 
has agreed to a sort of tandem 
arrangement for restoring the 
Government’s authority. LEisen- 
hower representatives in the 
State and Defense Departments 
will fly dual-control, as it were, 
with the Truman-appointed offi- 
cials, during the interim period 
before Eisenhower takes office. 

Neither . Eisenhower nor his 
re»resentative to the State and 
Defense depdrtments, of course, 
can take full responsibility for 
decisions until] Eisenhower is in 
{-ct President of the United 
€tates. Yet this tandem arrange- 
ment will at least restore some 
scnsce of direction to the Govern- 
mnt. 

The representatives named by 
Eisenhower are not necessarily 
h‘s final choice for chiefs of key 
c2partments, but Eisenhower is 
e::pected to make known his final 
choice soon, almost certainly be- 
fore he goes to Korea. In short, 
circumstances are causing the 
President-elect, very soon after 
the election, to begin to choose 
the key men who will deeply af- 
fect the future course of his 
administration. 

This was inevitable, but in 
some ways it is a pity that it 
should be so. The selection of a 
new Cabinet is a most serious 
business. As President Truman 
himself has reason to know, a 
bad choice can be disastrous. Yet 
Eisenhower is now placed in the 
position of making major and 
vitally important appointmen 
under great pressure, and 
not much time for consultation 
and discussion. . 

No Discussion of Jobs. 

There was no discussion at all 
of post-election appointments 
during the whole campaign pe- 
riod. Eisenhower was so deter- 
mined to remain a “no deal” 
candidate, that he flatly refused 
to discuss individual appoint- 
ments. Even now, not one of the 
men who lived virtually in Eisen- 
hower’s pocket during the months 
of the campaign has any real 
idea at all of whom Eisenhower 
will choose. for the most impor- 
tant posts.

of Soviet Russia; 


Party Leaders for Thorough Purge 


Evil Is Far Beyond ‘Blatt’ or Influente Trad- 

| ing That Keeps Communist Wheels Turn- 
ing — District Secretaries on Spot After 
Damaging Admissions at Congresses.

NE of the most striking features of the speeches of the nine- 
teenth Soviet Party Congress was the insistence on the neces- 


sity for a thoroughgoing party purge. 
The speakers in Moscow did not go into much detail, but they 


made it clear that the Communist party of the U.S.S.R. was suffer- 


ing from precisely those ills which good Communists like to at- 
tribute to the stultifying and evil environment of the capitalist 
system—personal greed, dishonesty, corruption and idleness. 


Nobody familiar with life in 
the Soviet Union could be in the 
least surprised by these charges. 
The old Russian empire was re- 
nowned for its corruption; and it 
takes more than a political revolu- 
tion to stamp out the habits of 
centuries. 

Furthermore, the most devoted 
and idealistic revolutionaries were 
wiped out by Stalin in the great 
purges of the 1930s and the 
highly centralized bureaucracy 
brought into being by the Soviet 
system offer unparalleled oppor- 
tunities for graft of every kind. 

Thus there is every reason to 
assume that the Soviet Union 
would be a racketeers’ paradise, 
as indeed it is. 

The Importance of “Blatt.” 

“Blatt,” a word which occurs in 
no Russian dictionary, is a word 
which no Soviet citizen who 
wishes to make the best of his 
opportunities can afford to do 
without. Its exact meaning is 
hard to define. It signifies a 
tross between graft and “pull.” 
Without it you can get nowhere. 
The man who has good “biatt” 
can go almost anywhere. It means 
‘that he knows the right people 
in the right places and can re- 
ciprocate favors received with 
favors given. 

It is “blatt” that makes the So- 
viet Union tick. But for the 
lubricant and energizing qualities 
of “blatt” the ponderous bureau- 
cratic machine would break down 
under the weight of its own rules 
and regulations. This is common 
knowledge among informed schol- 
ars although fellow travelers can 
never bring themselves to be- 
lieve it. 

What is bothering the rulers of 
Russia today is something a great 
deal more serious than “blatt” 
among ordinary citizens: It is the 
prevalence of full-scale corrup- 
tion on a paralyzing scale in 
those very circles which are sup- 
posed to set an example to the 
people as a whole, the members 
of the Communist party. 

Details of the sort of thing 
that is going on were provided 
not by the national bosses speak- 
ing in Moscow, but by the party 
leaders, speaking on their own

These perfor- 
mances were paralleled by the 
main speeches in half a dozen 
other congresses. 

Every field of activity came 
under fire—the all-important oil 
industry: of Baku, the railways, 
road transport, the cotton indus- 
try, agriculture, trade—and the 
complaint was always the same. 

The oil plan, for example, was 
unfulfilled because “the ranks of 
our glorious drillers, geologists 
and miners have been infiltrated 
by persons who arouse suspicion 
by their acts—acts which are not 
in keeping with Soviet citi- 
zens. ... Then comes a list of 
names of men who have been 
found wanting and dismissed. 

It was the same under every 
heading of the economy; and the 
rot had spread also to the cul- 
tural life of Azerbaijan. 

“In many important trade or- 
ganizations criminal elements 
have long been doing what they 
pleased without punishment, have 
stolen and squandered many 
goods,” and so on. 

Why must all this dirty linen 
be dashed in public? Why do 
the party secretaries, who are 
finally responsible for the state 
of affairs in their own areas, 
make such damaging admissions? 

The answer is bound up with 
the notorious Soviet custom of 
self-criticism. Moscow has put its 
foot down; the Bagirovs of the 
U.S.S.R. are on the spot. If they 
defend their administration they 
are finished, but if they admit 
the shortcomings, pile the blame 
on scapegoats and demand public 
resolutions to’ do better, then 
they get another chance.

I know by my own experiences how 
it ends when a perfect constitution be- 
comes a piece of paper and nothing 
else because its spirit was betrayed. 
American people might think this is 
impossible here because they might not 
know how far this can go, though it 
happened not so long ago when a fanati- 
cal party conquered the German state 
and became finally the dictatorial ruler 
of a highly civilized and freedom-loving 
people. 

The conscience of a whole nation was 
exterminated step by step by lies, dema- 
gogy and terror against the opposition. 
Of course all this happened very legal- 
ly.. In the beginning everybody just 
obeyed the orders coming from supe- 
riors, but World War II and the defeat 
and fall of Germany were consequences. 
_ If a political party does not care that 
constitutional rights are abused and 
that administrative methods are con- 
verted into anti-constitutional power, it 
can be expected that the law will aim 
to kill the very constitution by which 
such party comes into power and that 
rights and safeguards for the people 
guaranteed in it will be destroyed. 

The great danger for the whole nation 
is evident.

The alternative is revolution against 
such a course or submission, and the end 
might be World War III. 

May God protect the American people 
against the eventuality of such political 
developments and may conscience, 
loyalty and honesty in public office al- 
ways rank higher than any party plat- 
form. With these, the nation will meet

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On a Runaway Bus 

St. Louis has had the question of transit own- 
ership thrown in its face by the latest fare in- 
crease for the Public Service Co. 

The Missouri Public Service Commission 
granted the company a 20-cent cash fare and 
other increases, This amounts to’ a total rise in 
revenue of $1,278,000 a year. 

Public Service had asked for nearly twice the 
amount. Fortunately the commission did not al- 
low much more than enough to cover last April’s 
pay increase for transit employes. But even this 
was a boon to the company. 

With the higher fares, as Richard G. Baumhoff 
has shown, the company can expect profits nearly 
as high as its record earnings in wartime. It has 
strengthened its bargaining position if the pub- 
lic should ever try to buy it out. And in return 
for all this the public can expect a decline in 
riding and, consequently, service. :

Hence St. Louis has whirled into another 
round of higher costs and reduced transportation. 
This is the ninth rise in fares in less than six 
years and the end is not in sight. 

. Faced with this mounting spiral, City Hall has 
provided confusing leadership to the public. 
Mayor Darst first. favored the idea of a metro- 
politan transit authority. Then he switched to a 
proposal for a purely city-owned transit agency. 
In the meantime the AFL Warehouse. Workers 
Local 688 went ahead in presenting petitions for 
a metropolitan authority, : r 

Amid this confusion the Mayor is again using 
a fare increase to push down his accelerator and 


to demand action. Yet the political obstacles — 


ahead make such quick action seem unlikely, 
and beyond that there ought to be some certain- 
ty that the action will be the right one. 

Recently the Mayor’s Transit Ownership Com- 
mittee presented a case for a city transit agency. 
The committee noted savings in profits and 
taxes which such an agency might use to im- 
prove transit service. It went into the twin road 
blocks of bad traffic and bad transit service and 
suggested that both problems should be given: 
to one agency. But two dominant questions still 
need clear and final answers: 

. + * 

One is whether the advantages of public own- 
ership would justify so vast an undertaking of 
public responsibility. Certainly the projeet would 
cost millions, but how much? Would the public 
ever be willing to buy out Public Service Co. if 
that meant still more profits for the company’s 
owners? And how can the public be assured of 
an efficient, non-political management? 

The second question is whom the management 
should represent. Should it represent only the 
city, as the Mayor seems to think? Or should it 
represent all the people who are or ought to be 
served by an adequate transportation system? 
For the bus lines do not stop at the city limits 
and thousands live beyond them. 

Undoubtedly it is time to find out where this 
area is going with its runaway transportation. 
But it is an area problem and a complex one. 
Public ownership ought to represent those its 
busses will serve. It ought to knit the commu- 
nity together, not divide it further. And the 
whole project of a public entrance into the transit 
business needs of a sounder foundation in facts. 
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The First Appointments 

President-elect Eisenhower’s first two appoint- 
ments—the liaison men who will represent him 
at Washington during the transition between 
administrations—have two things in common. 
Both are identified as pro-Eisenhower Republi- 
cans, yet both have supported the main lines of 
the Truman Administration’s foreign and de- 
fense policy and have had experience in carrying 
it out. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, who lost his seat 
in the election, has long been recognized as a 
spokesman for the Department of Defense, and 
has played a key role in framing legislation for 
its programs. Now that he is to represent the 
President-elect at the State and Defense Depart- 
ments, he will be in a position to gain added 
experience that should fit him for a high post 
in the new Administration. 

Joseph M. Dodge, the Detroit banker who has 
been designated Gen. Eisenhower’s representa- 
tive at the Budget Bureau, is one of many busi- 
ness men who were brought into various aspects 
of postwar foreign policy by the Truman Admin- 
istration. He helped draft financial policy for 
occupied Germany and Japan, served as an ad- 
viser to Secretary of State Marshall, the Econo- 
mic Co-operation Administration, and Secretary 
of State Acheson. 

The President-elect has made it plain that 
these representatives will not share responsibility 
for new policy decisions by the outgoing Admin- 
istration, but will be in Washington merely for 
what he called “indoctrination”—that is, to 
gather information and viewpoints for future 
decisions by the new Administration. 

This is an. understandable position which re- 
calls that taken by President-elect Roosevelt in 
1932. Not all policy decisions, however, may 
turn out to be postponable, especially those 
which define the position of the American dele- 
gation to the U.N. If so, some other methods

have to be worked out, 
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100 Candles for the Globe-Democrat 

The entire community will join us, so we be- 
lieve, in wishing the Globe-Democrat well as it 
begins its second century.

Wright brothers, World Wars I and II, to the 
complex and baffling news events of our own 
day. 

Names of note in journalism are associated 
with this presentation of the news—William 
McKee, Henry King, Joseph B: McCullagh, 
E. Lansing Ray and others. Mr. Ray, the present 
publisher and editor, who began his work on the 
Globe-Democrat in 1903 and so spans virtually 
half his newspaper’s century, has been active in 
the management of the Associated Press for 
many years. 

But crowded though the century, 1852-1952, 
has been, one prediction can be made with confi- 
dence. What remains behind the curtain will 
make what has gone before commonplace indeed. 
The mason jar and the disc plow, the fountain 
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to reveal? We hope the Globe-

Elijah Love- 
joy, uncompromising foe of human slavery, was 
‘the center of such thoughts at the dedication 
Sunday afternoon of the Sigma Delta Chi bronze 
tablet to mark the place where he died in de- 
fense of his press—and all printing presses of 
the. future. | 

Gov. Stevenson, in his first post-election 
speech, correctly emphasized _that Lovejoy stood 
for not only the right but also the duty “of the 
individual to speak out for the truth.” For in 
these days “of clamorous and jostling assertions 
of rights and privileges, it is,” as the Illinois 
Governor said, “sobering to be reminded by 
Lovejoy’s words of duties as well as rights.” 

Commending the recent warning of Judge 
Learned Hand about the society in which distrust 
becomes the rule, Gov. Stevenson hopefully said: 

Besides commemorating the birth and 

death of an editor who had to proclaim the 
truth at all costs, it seems to me we are also 
dedicating a stone to mark the grave of a 
heresy. It is comnion heresy and its graves 
are to be found all over the earth. It is 
the heresy that says you can kill an idea by 
killing a man, defeat a principle by defeating 
a person, bury truth by burying its vehicle. 
Man may burn his brother at the stake, 
but he cannot reduce truth to ashes; he may 
murder his fellow man with a shot in the 
back, but he does not murder justice; he 
may even slay armies of men, but as it is 
written, “truth beareth off the victory.” 

In keeping with Lovejoy’s courage, Barry 
Bingham, president and editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, made a courageous proposal to 
the American press. He used the occasion to 
note the conviction of many readers that the 
newspapers, on which they depend for their 
news, were not fair in the presentation of the 
presidential campaign news. 


Mr. Bingham’s recommendation is that the 
American press should undertake “an exhaustive 
study of its own performance during the political 
campaign.” For, as the leader of the distin- 
guished Courier-Journal says, “if the press failed 
in any way it would be far better for us to ex- 
pose the failure ourselves, and to try to avoid it 
in the future than for the public to expose it 
and leave the press to a huffy defense of its 
virtue.” 

The Post-Dispatch seconds Barry Bingham’s 
proposal. This study should be undertaken 
promptly, honestly and adequately, by a detached 
but fully informed agency. The results ought to 
be of great benefit to both the press and the 
people who turn to the press in the exercise of 
the citizen’s right to know.

Senator Taft’s post-election statements were 
bound to be read with the closest interest.

To most of us a telephone book is a 
humdrum thing, but reporters, detectives, 
spies and others whose business is infor- 
mation, know better. They know that it 
is a treasure house of facts, a kind of 
X-ray, which looks into the vitals of a 
community, showing who lives there, 
where they live, what kind of production 
is carried on, what services are available, 
and the like. 

Little wonder that every major govern- 
ment’s intelligence service tries to keep 
a file of foreign telephone books up-to-date 
as possible. 

Naturally, therefore, there was much 
excitement recently when the Soviet Gov- 
ernment published the first new Moscow 
telephone directory in over a decade. Lab- 
eled 1951, the directory did not appear 
until 1952. All through the war and post- 
war years the Kremlin had thought it more 
prudent to keep to itself the information 
such a_ directory 
would contain. 

This caused great 
difficulties for many 
Moscow residents 
who had to turn to

ths or try to 
reach the overloaded 
information service | 
for numbers and ad- 
dresses.

service there. For this city of 5,000,000, 
the key industrial, cultural, governmental 
and political center of the country, there 
are only about 75,000 phones. listed. 
. New York City, with its 8,000,000 popu- 
sation, has almost 3,500,000 phones. The 
total number of private phones in Moscow 
is about 50,000. 

Another obvious fact is the comparative 
paucity of services and conveniences avail- 
able to the Moscow public, compared to 
great cities in the West. The telephone 
book records only 16 department stores, 
one automobile sales room, 84 bookstores, 
eight radio repair shops, 130 drugstores 
(a tenth of Manhattan’s) and 26 furni- 
ture stores (to Manhattan’s 400). . 

The directory clearly indicates that Mos- 
cow is the intellectual center of Russia. 
About 200 newspapers and magazines are 
published there, while the city also has 
45 museums and about 200 scientific re- 
search institutes.

Will Two-Party South Be Permanent? 


WASHINGTON. 


EN. DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER truly “broke” the Solid South. 
What will that mean in terms of establishing a real two-party 
system? Can a permanent and effective Republican party be 


fashioned from this most spectacular angle of a 


ular election 


in which the tremendous vote ‘rolled up by the President-elect was 
enough to carry four Old South states—Virginia, Tennessee, Florida, 


and Texas—as well as Oklahoma, 


and almost enough to topple over 


two others, South Carolina and Louisiana? 


It was over 4,000,000 votes, 
nearly twice the 2,500,000 re- 
ceived by Herbert Hoover in 1928 
when the ex-President carried 
Virginia, North | 
Carolina, Ten- Qt 
nessee, Florida 
and Texas. Will 
Gen, Eisenhower 
have any more 
success in creat- 
ing a going Re- 
publican party 
in the South 
than did Mr. 

Hoover? The an- 

swer to that de- 

pends chiefly on 

whether Demo- 

‘crats who left their traditional 
party affiliation in this election 
‘are ready to become Republicans 
‘henceforth,: openly and actively, 
‘in sufficient numbers and work 
at it year around, build up the 
party from the grass roots, and 
run Republicans for local and 
state offices and Congress. 

For a permanent Republican 
party South-wide can come only 
‘through laying a strong founda- 
tion in the rank and file. Unless 
that is done, the upheaval this 
|year could turn out to be a one- 
shot, one-election affair as was 
‘the case with Herbert Hoover's 
1928 break into the Solid South. 


Similarities and Differences. 


Thereafter, the South moved 
back into the Democratic party 
en masse and remained there 
through the Roosevelt regime. 
‘There was another break in 1948 
when four states—South Carolina, 
Alabama, Louisiana, and Missis- 
sippi—left the regular party fold. 
However, they did not bolt to the 
Republican party but to the Dixie- 
crat third party whose candidates 
for President and Vice-President 
were both Southern Democrats. 

There are some similarities in 
the Hoover and Eisenhower up- 
heavals in the South, as well as 
some differences. 

The 1928 revolt to Mr. Hoover 
was based, recognizably, on preju- 
‘dice —religious prejudice. His 
Democratic opponent, the late 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New 
York, was a Catholic. He also was 
a “wet,” championing repeal of 
the Eighteenth Amendment that 
had imbedded national prohibi-

More Than a Man Needed, 


Whatever the motives for the 
Southern revolt this year, and 
they were mixed in the South as 
everywhere else, Gen. Eisenhower 
had another advantage in that he 
had not been identified with the 
Republican party previously and, 
figuratively, stood apart in his 
own right above politics and par- 
tisanship. That offered the excuse 
for which many Southerners had 
been waiting to part with tra- 
dition. 

It will, however, take more than 
this for the Republican party, as 
such, to establish itself perma- 
nently in the South. It cannot 
exist merely on a man and a 
name. 

There will-not always be Eisen- 
howers. It must appeal, in~ the 
long run, on the basis of a pro- 
gram, To promote a program it 
must have a grass-roots founda- 
tion of people who not only be- 
lieve in that program, as many in 
the South of conservative inclina- 
tion do, but also people who will 
work for the party. 

It must be recognized that 
basically the Eisenhower move- 
ment was an “agin” movement, 
negative rather than positive in 
the South. It was not for the Re- 
publican party, but against the 
Democrats. A war hero was a 
convenient weapon. 


Still Democrats at Heart? 


It was made up overwhelm- 
ingly, too, of Democrats. Did the 
majority of them become Repub- 
licans just for now? We'll have to 
wait and see. To temper undue

BAXTER L. BROWN DIES 
FORMER CITY OFFICIAL 


Engineer Headed Board of 
Public Service Under Mayor 
Dickmann 1933 to 1941. 


Funeral services for Baxter L. 
Brown, former president of the 
Board of Public Service, will be 
Wednesday at 1:30 p.m. at the 
Arthur J. Donnelly undertaking 
establishment, 3840 Lindeil boule- 
vard. Burial will be in Bellefon- 
taine Cemetery. 

Mr. Brown, 88 years-old, died 
yesterday at the Bernard Nursing 
Home, 4385 Maryland avenue, 
where he had been a patient for 
two months. He had been in fail- 
‘ing health since June, when he 
was overcome by heat and col- 
lapsed on the street. 

He headed the Board of Public 
Service under Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann from 1933 to 1941, and 
became known as a man of inde- 
pendent thought and_ action. 
When he felt that landscaping of 
‘Memorial Plaza was proceeding 
too slowly, he bypassed other 
officials and ordered trees plant- 
ed in accordance with a plan of 
his own. 

Rejecting one of four statuary 
figures designed for Soldiers’ 
Memorial, he said that $1000 “‘is 
too much to lay out for the birth 
of a limestone baby.” The figure 
later was included without extra 
charge. 

Mr. Brown, born in Rush, N.Y., 
never attended high school but 
reached prominence in his pro- 
fession. He was a vice president 
of the American Institute of Con- 
sulting Engineers, director of the 
American Society of Civil En- 
gineers, president of the St. Louis 
Institute of Consulting Engineers 
and president of the’ St. Louis 
Engineers’ Club. 

He came to St. Louis in 1900 
as assistant chief engineer of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. He en- 
tered private practice in 1905 and 
served as joint engineer of the 
Chain of Rocks bridge. 

Surviving are three sons, Clar- 
ence, Lee and Porter, all of St. 
Louis; a daughter, Mrs. Alice B. 
Caffery, Mount Clements, Mich.; 
a sister, Miss Maritsa Brown,

And in 
these days of clamorous and jost- 
ling assertion of rights and privi- 
leges, it is sobering to be re- 
minded by these words of duties 
as well as rights. 

“Lovejoy saw the problem in 
terms of what he felt obliged to 
say, not ‘merely of what he might 
be entitled to say. The distinction 
is an important one, and only 
those who observe the one as well 
as claim the other serve fully the 
cause of truth.” 

The memorial, he said, would 
be “a constant reminder of our 
eternal struggle. For we fight not 
against flesh and blood, but, in 
the long run, against the spiritual 
enemies of man himself.” 

Bingham, emphasizing the 
newspaper man’s approach to 
press freedom, asserted that while 
it is a guarantee to all Americans, 
“it is something more to the man 
who owns a newspaper... . It is 
a solemn obligation, with a special 
responsibility.” 

Pointing out that many persons 
have criticized the American press 
for its handling of recent election 
campaign news, Bingham said this 
criticism should not be dismissed 
by the press as “ignorant or mis- 
| guided.” 

Urging a study by the press of 
its own performance, he said that 
if in fact the press had failed to 
give fair coverage, “it would be 
far better for us to expose the 
failure ourselves than for the 
public to expose it and leave the 
press to a huffy defense of its 
virtue.” 

Assisting Gov. Stevenson in the 
unveiling of the plaque were 
Lovejoy’s 11-year-old great-grand- 
nephew, Elijah Parish Lovejoy IV 
of Detroit, and Naomi Wilson, 13, 
a Negro Girl Scout of Alton. The 
marker was erected by Sigma 
Delta Chi, professional journalism 
fraternity, and the program was 
arranged by a national committee 
headed by Sol Taishoff, publisher 
of Broadcasting-Telecasting.

ARTS’ GUILD SHOWS 


CRAFTS, PORTRAITS 


Models Predominate in First 
Nation-Wide Air Force 
Contest. 


About 70 examples of craftwork 
produced by Air Force personnel 
in various parts of the country 
and 25 portraits by artists of the 
St. Louis area have been placed 
on exhibition at the Artists’ Guild, 
$12 Union boulevard, where they 
will remain through Nov. 18. 

The craftwork show, which’oc- 
cupies the front gallery, begins 
an annual series. planned by Air 
Training Command headquarters 
at Scott Air Force Base. Included 
are entries that won a total of 
$635 in prizes, as announced pre- 
viously. 

An amazing amount of labor 
and no little skill in designing 
have been expended on the en- 
tries, in which working models 
predominate. Among the more in- 
tricate are a motorboat, clipper 
ship, three airplanes, a 1911 auto- 
mobile, a brass cannon and a gui- 
tar. Also. on view are pictures in 
several mediums, jewelry, leather- 
work and house furnishings. 

The portrait display which fol- 
lows last year’s controversy over 
judging by artists taking part in 
the exhibition, is uneven and 
barely fills the guild’s larger gal- 
lery. For the new show, a more 
balanced jury was named, includ- 
ing an art teacher, a City Art 
Museum representative and a por- 
trait artist. 

The jury has done its best with 
available material, some of which 
is first-rate. Carl Mose, who took 
first, contributes his usual sound, 
deft sculpture in a low relief of 
Alben W. Barkley and two heads 
of children. Virginia Moberly 
Schlueter and Marion Catarnichi, 
with competent paintings in con- 
trasting styles, took second and 
third respectively. 

In addition to these, works ad- 
mired by visitors ‘included Mil- 
dred Bailey Carpenter’s strongly 
characterized “Senor,” a product 
of her summer sojourn in Mexi- 
co, and two of her lifelike water 
colors of children, Mary Creamer, 
winner of an honorabie mention 
in the City Art Museum’s Missou- 
ri show opening today at 8 p.m., 
is represented by a pastel that 
catches the authentic skin tones 
of a small child. 

A number of the other paint- 
ings, however, were not new to 
regular gallery goers, having been 
part of recent displays elsewhere 
in St. Louis.

LABOR HINTS 11 
NAY FAVOR END OF 
PAY-PRICE POLICY 


Some Top Leaders Indi- 
cate Scuttling of Whole 
Program May Benefit 
Workers.

Union labor has been one of 
the strongest advocates of the 
price and wage controls program 
which went into effect in Janu- 
ary 1951, six months after the 
Korean war started. But union 
spokesmen have consistently 
pleaded for tighter price con- 
trols and slacker wage régula- 
tions. 

Some top labor figures are 
now believed to feel that if the 
whole program were scuttled or- 
ganized labor would profit: That 
any gain from the right to nego- 
tiate wage increases not subject 
to Government modification would 
outweigh any loss incurred from 
an upward price movement which 
might follow an end of price con- 
trols, 

One sign of labor’s restlessness 
came last Friday, when, it was 
noted, a labor member of the 
Wage Stabilization Board asked 
the board to adopt a resolution 
recommending that Economic Sta- 
bilizer Roger Putnam exempt the 
West Coast shipping industry 
from all wage controls. This 
motion, made after the WSB re- 
fused to approve a 5 per cent 
wage hike agreed to between the 
Pacific Maritime Association and 
the A.F.L. Sailors Union, was de- 
feated by industry and public 
members of the WSB. All labor 
members present voted for it. 
Had the motion been adopted, 
requests for the exemption of 
other workers from wage control 
would likely have followed. 
Putnam is now studying an ap- 
peal from the soft-coal industry 
and John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers, to 
overrule the ‘Wage Stabilization 
Board and approve the full $1.90 
daily wage boost the industry 
agreed to give Lewis’s 375,000 
bituminous miners. Lewis has now . 
won a similar increase from hard- 
coal operators. 

The WSB cut the bituminous 
rise to $1.50, contending that any 
more would damage the anti- 
inflation program. The board has 
not yet acted on the hard coal 
rise but what happens to that is 
likely to depend on Putnam’s 
soft-coal decision. 

Putnam’s predicament is this: 
If he rejects the appeal and up- 
holds the WSB decision, which he 
has called “yery courageous,” the 
nation is certain to face a strike 
in both soft- and hard-coal mines 
just as winter starts in earnest. 
But if he overrules the WSB and 
grants the full $1.90 he faces the 
possibility that at least part of 
the 18-man board will resign.

French Blow at Supply Route. 

Farther east, the French re- 
ported a telling blow at the Viet- 
|minh yesterday with the capture, 
in a surprise paratroop attack, 
of the road junction village of 
Phu Doan. The point is 90 miles 
south of China’s Yunnan province 
border. Its fall, without rebel re- 
sistance, cut off the last good 
road leading from the colonial 
highway, Route 2, to the main 
Vietminh supply base of Yen Bay, 
on the upper Red river. 

Capture of Phu Doan left the 
Reds with only unsatisfactory dirt 
roads and cart tracks over which 
to bring Chinese-sent supplies 
from Route 2 to Yen Bay. 

A thousand French Union para- 
troopers dropped on Phu Doan, 
60 miles northwest of Hanoi. The 
paratroopers were supported by 
armored forces moving north- 
westward from Phu Tho. 

French Reinforcements. 

The French continued to send 
reinforcements into the Quinh 
Nhai area to support the Thai 
and French Senegalese garrison 
which withdrew north and south 
from the village as it fell into 
Vietminh hands yesterday. 

No major clashes were reported 
today between French and Viet- 
minh troops in the Quinh Nhai 
sector. 

The next 48 hours probably will 
tell whether the Vietminh crossed 
at Quinh Nhai in_ sufficient 
strength to move southeastward 
to engage units of the 10,000-odd 
troops of the French Union dug 
in around Sonla. 

The possibility remained, how- 
ever, that the Communists might 
Strike westward along the assault 
‘road to Lai Chau. 

Capture of Phu Doan put 
French spearheads within 12 
miles of Tuyen Quang, long an 
important funnel for war supplies 
from China for Vietminh. The 
French now are in a position to 
shoot their forces southwestward 
for an assault on Yen Bay itself, 
move northward (to take Tuyen 
Quang, go to the Chinese frontier, 
or swerve southeastwardly to hit 
at Thai Nguyen. 


DEMOCRAT WINS CLOSE RACE 
FOR CONGRESS IN FLORIDA 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (UP) 
—The Democrats narrowed the 
Republican majority in the House 
in the next Congress to 11 to- 
day, with the victory of a Demo- 
cratic congressional candidate in 
Florida. 

After trailing by about 2000 
votes in the counting of absentee 
ballots, Republican William C. 
Cramer conceded defeat by 
Democrat Courtney W. Camp- 
bell in the race for Florida’s 
First Congressional District. 

With the decision in the Flor- 
ida race, there are still three 
undecided House contests. Demo- 
crats are leading in two of the 
races—in Washington and Idaho 
—and the Republican candidate 
has a slight lead in an undecided 
race in California. 

The Republicans now hold 221 
seats in the next House, the 
Democrats 210. There is one in- 
dependent and one _ vacancy 
caused by the death of Repre- 
sentative Adolph J. Sabath 
(Dem.), Illinois. It takes 218 
votes to assure a majority in 
the 435-member House.

Change in Business Climate. 


For business men, the Washing- 
ton climate has “changed.”

Employment—or rather un- 
employment—fits this boomy at- 
mosphere. The number of per- 
sons out of jobs in October was 
estimated by the Bureau of the 
Census at 1,300,000, a decline of 
150,000 from September, and the 
lowest level since the war. Labor 
leaders may not be sitting pretty 
politically, after their near-urani- 
mous support of Stevenson, but 
the workers are in a strong bar- 
gaining position vis-a-vis employ- 
ers.

Contrary Commodities. 

Commodity markets do rot rec- 
ognize the boom.

The decline goes on when 
industrial production is rising, 
when, presumably, business would 
be chewing up increased quanti- 
ties of raw materials. 

Apparently, industrial firms 
have been well stocked. They’ve 
been letting inventories run off.

It hasn’t caused 
general retrenchment. Defense 
demand has been sufficient to 
stay any panicky pressures. _ 

The weakness in commodities 
may be a symptom of weak de- 
mand underneath the economy, 
Booms always seed their own de- 
struction. Any letup in plant ex- 
pansion or defense production 
might then spread out. Or it could 
be that commodity prices will 
merely stabilize as a lower level, 
sustained by stable defense and 
civilian demand. One eventuality

GRAND JURY GOES 
INTO TTELBAUN 
TAX-FXING STOR 


He Accuses Frank Na- 
than, Bert Naster of 
Trying to Shake Him 


Down for $500,000. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP)— 


A United States grand jury began 


an investigation today of the story 


told by Abraham Teitelbaum, 
rich Chicago lawyer, that he was 
the target of an attempted $500,- 
000 “tax fix’ shakedown, 

First witnesses were Teitel- 
baum, former attorney for Ca- 
pone interests, and a woman. 
Court attaches said the woman is 
not Mrs. Teitlebaum but is the 
former Mrs. Shyrl Menkin,. who, 
as a friend of Teitelbaum figured 
in a congressional investigation 
of his story 

Teitelbaum first told his sensa- 

‘tional story last December to a 


House subcommittee investigating | 


tax scandals. 

He said he had been approached 
the previous winter by Frank Na- 
than, a Pittsburgh promoter, and 
Bert Naster, Hollywood (Fla.) 
business man, who said they were 
in league with a “clique” of Wash- 
ington officials and asked for 
$500,000 under threat that Teitel- 
baum would have “bad tax trou- 
bles” if he didn’t pay them. 

Story Backed by Woman. 

The main points of Teitelbaum’s 
story were backed up by the then 
Mrs. Menkin in testimony to the 
House investigators.. She said 
she heard the shakedown effort 
made in Miami, Fla. 

Nathan and Naster took the 
witness chair at the House hear- 
ing and denied there was any 
truth in Teitelbaum’s story. 

Teitelbaum said Nathan and 
Naster told him there was a 
“clique” of high Government of- 
ficials who looked for “soft 
touches” among wealthy taxpay- 
ers in trouble with the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. 

Among those .he said were 
named to him as in this “clique” 
were ‘,'. Lamar Caudle, the assist- 
ant attorney general, but. since 
fired: General Services Adminis- 
trator Jess Larson; Charles Oli- 
phant, who resigned during the 
hearings as general counsel of the 
Revenue Bureau; former revenue 
commissioners George Schoene-

Elders Say Move to Wheatley 
Would Be Burden on Chil- 
dren at Washington.

Suit to enjoin the Board of Ed- 
ucation from proceeding with its 
plan to transfer 250 children 
from Washington Elementary 
School for Negroes to Wheatley 
School in a move to relieve over- 
crowding was filed in Circuit 
Court today by a group of 43 par- 
ents. 


The petition said the transfer 
would impose a burden on chil- 
dren and parents, inasmuch as 
Wheatley School, at 4239 Papin 
street, is approximately three 
miles from Washington School, 
1131 North Euclid avenue, and 
children would have to leave 
home earlier and would return 
later. The Board of Education 
plans to transport the children -to 
and from school by bus. 
Washington School, built to ac- 
commodate 662 children, current- 
ly has an enrollment of 1091, and 


school authorities last May that 
there would be serious over- 
crowding, the petition continued. 
It termed the projected transfer 
“arbitrary and capricious,” as- 
serting that adequate unused fa- 
cilities are to be found “within 
a reasonable distance” of the 
home of children now attending 
Washington. 

David M. Grant, attorney for 
the parents, said, as an example, 
only one third of the Field School 
at 4458 Olive street is used. 

The suit named Philip J. 
Hickey, superintendent of in- 
struction, and V. Harry Rhodes, 
commissioner of school buildings, 
as co-defendants. Some of the 
parents have picketed the Board 
of Education building in protest

RIOTING SUBSIDES 
OVER RACE ISSUE 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 


DURBAN, South Africa, Nov. 
10 (AP)—Bloody warfare between 
Negroes which spread death and 
destruction in two cities over the 
weekend subsided somewhat to- 
day, but sporadic outbursts indi- 
cated the rioting could break out 
in full force again at any moment. 

At least 23 persons by unof- 
ficial estimate, and perhaps more, 
died in the rioting in East Lon- 
don, 300- miles southwest of 
Durban, and in the diamond min- 
ing center of Kimberley. Many 
were wounded. 

Reports from East London 
indicate that six municipal and 
government buildings such as 
schools and missions were put to 
the torch by native rioters. 

Two white persons — one a 
Catholic nun—and at least eight 
Negroes died in the clash in 
which South African police 
opened fire with automatic weap- 
ons and rifles on a native quarter 
crowd. 

At Kimberly Saturday fire from 
police rifles and automatic weap- 
ons killed 13 Negroes and wounded 


At Port Elizabeth, meanwhile, 
strong police forces were on the 
alert for the one-day general 
strike called by the African Con- 
gress in the eastern Cape region. 
Few natives were seen on the 
streets as the strike began and 
there were no incidents early in 
the day

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (UP) 
—Federal Judge James R. Kirk- 
land today limited the type and 
number of documents major oil 
companies must produce for a 
grand jury investigating an al- 
leged international oil cartel. But 
Kirkland did not rule specifically 
on the submission of documents 
which he has said might be the 
“fuseline” to war in the Middle 
East. 

He gave United States oil com- 
panies operating in foreign fields 
until Dec. 8 to show him that 
foreign governments object to 
disclosure of contracts and other 
vital documents. 

Five of the 21 oil companies 
involved in the cartel investiga- 
tion have major overseas inter- 
ests. Nine of the 21 challenged 
the Department of Justice’s 
sweeping subpena for their rec- 
ords—domestic and foreign—on 
grounds to comply would be 
physically impossible. They esti- 
mated 150,000,000 documents 
would be involved:

NAZISM IN REVIVAL, * 
W. L. SHIRE WARNS 


Hitler’s Philosophy on March 
Again in Reich, Commenta- 
tor Says Here. 


The Nazi political philosophy 
and its doctrine of racial intoler- 
ance are on the march again in 
Germany despite the bitter lessons 
in 
World War II, William L. Shirer, 
author of “Berlin Diary,” ‘said 
here last night. | 

Shirer, internationally - known 
commentator on foreign affairs, 
told an audience of several hun- 
dred persons at the -Y.M.H.A.- 
Y.W.H.A. Liberal Forum that the 


“Germans have not changed.” He 
said Nazism is staging a rapid 
comeback. 

“They didn’t regret that Ger- 
many started the war,” he de- 
clared in reporting on a recent 
European trip. “They regretted 
that they lost the war.” 

The Ruhr industrialists who 
helped Hitler win power have 
been allowed to regain posts of 
ascendency, Shirer said, adding 
that political life in Germany is 
overshadowed by the conviction 
that one day the Nazis will return 
to power and punish as traitors 
those who dare to speak out 
against the Hitler regime. 

Might Line Up With Russia 

Shirer warned that Germany 
may ally itself with the Russians 
rather than with the West when 
occupation forces are withdrawn. 
He recalled that the policy of 
Bismarck and of the Weimar Re- 
public, after World War I, was 
pro-Russian. 

Stalin’s recent pronouncement, 
the speaker said, indicated that 
Moscow will attempt to split both 
Japan and Germany from the 
West by offering trade privileges 
in the vast areas of the East 
dominated by Russia. France and 
Great Britain will also be wooed 
in this fashion, he predicted. 

Shirer said he had been deeply 
disturbed, while traveling over 
the United States during the elec- 
tion campaign, by, widespread un- 
rest over the Korean war and the 
progress of the United Nations 
toward achieving peace. He said 
people expect too much too soon. 

=a thought the losses of Amer- 
ican boys in Korea should have 
been above partisan politics,” he 
said. “The decision to go into 
Korea ‘was a hard ‘and unpopular 
decision. The easy decision would 
have been to make an eloquent 
protest to the U.N., and then do 
nothing. But that would have de- 
stroyed the U.N., and might have 
pitched us into World War III.” 

Americans can take satisfaction 
now that their country is at last 
playing its proper role in world 
affairs, taking a natural leader- 
ship which might have prevented 
World War II if assumed earlier, 
Shirer said. 

“It is a growing up,” he said, 
“a progress, a coming to maturity 
for the United States.” 

Prediction On Eisenhower. 

He ventured the prediction that 
President-elect Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower will want to continue the 
Marshall Plan and other pro- 
grams for world co-operation, but 


the extent to which Eisenhower 
makes himself independent of the 
“Taft-Jermer-McCarthy axis.” 

_ In response to a question about 
the election, Shirer said that in 
some parts of the country where 
he had spoken there was so little 
in the newspapers about the 
Democratic nominee that ‘ou 
sometimes wondered if you had 
a two-party system.” 

“One of the problems we are 
going to face in the new Republi- 
can millenium,” he continued, “‘is 
the establishment of some sort of 
balance in the press and radio.” 


He was asked whether he ex- 
pected to resume his own news 
broadcast program. He said smil- 
ingly that he was “available” but 
made this comment: 


“I don’t have to tell this audi- 
ence that most of the programs on 
radio or television have to be 
sponsored. By and large, with the 
exception of Elmer Davis and Ed- 
ward R. Murrow and others, spon- 
sors tend toward the other type 
of commentator.” 

Shirer was introduced by James 
A. Singer, chairman of the forum 
committee. 


NIEMOELLER SPEAKS AGAINST 
WEST GERMAN PEACE PACT 


BERLIN, Nov. i0 (AP)—Pastor 
Martin Niemoeller spoke out 
yesterday against ratification of 
the West German peace contract 
and the European army plan by 
the West German government. He 
told a Red-sponsored meeting in 
East Berlin these treaties would 
start a new armament race. 

Niemoeller, head of the Hesse 
Evangelical Church, addressed 
the Communist-sponsored “Inter- 
national conference for a peace- 
ful settlement of the German 
Question” in the Soviet sector. 

He said formation of a Eu- 
ropean army with German parti- 
cipation “must be prevented by 
all means.” He advocated four- 
power talks to establish an all- 
German government by “free 
elections,” and arrange for the 
withdrawal of all occupation 
forces. ,

i The Army had confined its of- 
ficial announcement on Fort 
Ritchie, Md., to the bare fact 
that a communications center 
was being built there, and on 
Camp Detrick, Md., to terse items 
about, the existence of a bacterial 
warfare project. 

The Engineers’ booklet devoted 
two pages to each project—with 
hitherto unpublished pictures. 
The public leng had known more 
faets than were contained in the 
book, but nevertheless the mater- 
ial continues to be classified se- 
cret. The Army is investigating. 

There are lesser known and 
more serious cases. 

An instance: There are in ex- 
istence maps of two tremendously 
important bomber bases. They 
carry no. classification stamp. 
They show the precise location of 
such vital features as the petrol- 
eum storage tanks, telephone ex- 
change center, headquarters 
buildings, fire stations, aircraft 
parking areas, the position of the 
bases with relation to readily 
recognized landmarks such as 
rivers. In the hands of an enemy 
bombardier, this could be price- 
less information. 


Even the soldier whose own | 


life may be risked by what he 


does talks too much. The Army | 


may place a top secret stamp on 
the movement or disposition of a 
division, to keep the Asiatic Com- 
munist forces from knowing - of 
defensive or offensive plans. But 
the soldier writes home and tells 
all. The information gets around. 
The miiltary imposed censorship 
on all news dispatches from the 
combat zone—but there is no pos- 
tal censorship to plug the other 
leak in the security dike. 
Hydrogen Bomb. 

Letter-writing isn’t all confined 
to the soldiers in Korea. The 
Atomic Energy Coimmission and 
the military task force assisting 
it in the current series of atomic 
weapons tests at Eniwetok atoll 
have blanketéd the operation with 
what they hoped was air-tight 
secrecy. But at least one letter 
came -back from an unofficial ob- 
ge who told of seeing what 
he ribed as the explosion 
of te first hydrogen bomb. 

Then there is the speech-maker 
whose official position gives him 
knowledge of things the Gavern- 
ment thinks are secret. Like the 
generals and the soldiers, he is 
proud of what his Government is 
doing—and sometimes gets car- 
| ried away with enthusiasm. 

During the months when the 
huge, fartherest-north airbase at 
Thule, Greenland, was being con- 
structed, the military put a veil 
of secrecy over the project, even 
to the point of refusing to admit 
such a project was under way. 
But advertisements for civilian 
contract labor appeared in -the 
help wanted columns of big news- 
papers with details that pointed 
to the place and scope of the 
project. Official pictures of the 
base were made only after care 
to guard against disclosing se- 
crets and then released only after 
the base was completed and in 
operation. But workers made their 
own souvenir’ snapshots and 
brought them home at the end 
of the work.

USY—unreasoning and without foundation—is always 
a threat in or out of marriage. It is folly to inject it delib- 


erately into a marriage where it did not previously exist; , 


this accomplishes nothing except trouble. By the same token, 
it is folly for one mate to tolerate situations, no matter how 
innocent, that inflame the jealousy of the other. One needs to 
avoid not only guilt, but the appearance of guilt. 

But saddest of all is the husband (or wife) who reads some 
evidence of disloyalty into every little contact a mate has with 
the opposite sex. This is childish and contains the elements of 
marital disaster.

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MRS. B. SEEMS to be up against such a situation: 

.» “I have been married for 11 years to a very jealous man. 
He is getting impossible to live with. Several years ago we 
would go out one night each week with four or five couples.

THE WORD “INEPT”—are you

Twins Are

NFANTS are individuals! Each 

infant, from the beginning, is 

a special and unique individual, 
different in some ways from 
every other individual alive. 
Though many general rules can 
be made as to how behavior de- 
velops in all human beings, in 
some important ways each indi- 
vidual is unique, 


Our studies of identical twins 
have led to many exciting con¢lu- 
sions which may be of interest to 
those of you who have in your 
family, or who intimately know, 
identical twins. 


One of our most importan 
findings is that, despite all their 
often astonishing likenesses, even 
identical twins have their own 
unique. individualities which cause 
them to differ in many ways even 
from each other. 

x « * 


WE HAVE FOLLOWED the de- 
velopment of one pair of identical 
twins, whom we identify as Twins 
T and C, from their birth to'their 
present age — they are now in 
their early twenties. 

These girls were remarkably 
similar. Even their parents often 
confused them, they looked so 
much alike. Yet as early as 6 
weeks of age, these girls showed 
differences in behavior which 
have continued even to this day. 

For about half the time of our 
observations, the two girls re- 
sponded in an exactly identical 
manner, not only with similar 
movements, but even with iden- 
tical timing of movements. But 
when there WAS a difference in 
behavior, it was almost invariably 


in the same direction. 

That is, one of the girls,, Twin 
T, was almost invariably the 
quicker of the two. If both were 
given an object to grasp, T 
reached out first, and was the 
first to contact the object. She 
crept more quickly, climber more 
quickly. (Incidentally she was 
the. first born, the first to reach 
maturity, the first to become en- 
gaged, the first to have a baby!) 
C was always slower, more casual. 
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T WAS MORE DIRECT than 
C. She reached not only more 
quickly, but more directly, when 
she wanted to grasp something. 
C’s approach movements were 
more roundabout, 


T wag more interested in things 
than in people. Give her an ob- 
ject to grasp, and she grasped the 
object. C was more interested in 
people than in things. Give her 
an object to grasp and she looked 
at the grownups around her, she 
looked at her sister, and only 
finally did she turn her attention 
to the object. 

And even in drawing did this 
directness of T, this roundabout- 
ness and easiness of C show 
itself. T characteristically drew 
a man with a straight mouth. C’s 
man smiled. T’s man had straight 
hair; C’s curly. T drew straight 
smoke from the chimney of a 
house. C’s smoke curled. 

T and C were, obviously, from 
the beginning different individ- 
uals. And twins though they 
were, their separate and unique 
individualities needed to be (and 
were) respected as such.

Removing Tonsils 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EDICAL thinking about tonsils has changed completely 
M in the past 30 years. Tonsils were once thought to be 

useless hunks of tissue. Since they weren’t any good any- 
way and they might cause trouble, patients were better off 
without them. That was the older medical idea. 

New knowledge of the function of tonsils has changed 
all that.. We now think, although it certainly isn’t proven, 
that tonsils are an important part of the body apparatus which 
makes us immune to various common germs, Similarly with 
the adenoids. 

Both of these masses of spongy tissue, richly supplied 
with blood and lymph and certain special cells that may 
make antibodies, are located where they can trap germs com- 
ing into’the body.’ The adenoids are located high in the throat- 
between the nose and mouth openings into the throat. They 
can capture any germs breathed in that have escaped the 
moist nose hairs. Tonsils, located at each side of the opening 
from the mouth into the throat, can trap some of the germs 
in your food and water. 

The modern idea is that the germs “infecting” tonsils 
and adenoids stimulate the body’s defense system. Special 
proteins are manufactured. They circulate in the blood t 
make us immune to diseases and disease. germs. .

FROM THAT POINT OF VIEW, tonsils are always in- 
fected. That’s what they are there for. If this theory is cor- 
‘rect, then removal of tonsils in young children might prevent 
such children from developing as much resistance to, disease as 
they would with their tonsils. ; 

This also makes reasonable the fact that children’s ton- 
sils are normally large from ages three to puberty. It also 
follows that the large size of tonsils is not a good reason for 
their removal. 

Tonsils and adenoids have been taken out to prevent 
colds. But removal of ordinary tonsils has no effect on chil- 
dren’s colds.

BUT WHY REMOVE tonsils? When your trusted family 


doctor suggests it, he will do so if there are repeated attacks 
of acute tonsillitis or for a few other good reasons. Not all 
sore throats are tonsillitis, either. : 

Adenoids are either removed or treated with radium 
when they block the tube from the throat to the middle ear. 
Large adenoids cause deafness or repeated attacks of middle- 
ear infection. When they stick out into the throat to block 
breathing through the nose, adenoids are also better taken out. 

How important infected tonsils are in causing such gen- 
eral body disease as rheumatism is not known. Doctors dis- 
agree violently among themselves about 

Since medical ideas about these organs have changed, 
removal of tonsils and adenoids isn’t necessary nearly so often 
now, but it is a surgical operation that needs to be done caré- 
fully in the hospital. As in any surgical operation, serious 
complications occasionally occur. It is, however, one of the 


safest of surgical procedures.

N the official rolls of the Sal- 

vation Army, Senior Capt. and 

Mrs. Walter J. Ousterhout are 
assigned to manage the Evange- 
line Residence near the heart of 
downtown St. Louis. That means 
that, unofficially, the rotund, jolly 
“Cap” and his soft-spoken, Scot- 
tish-born wife may be called upon 
to chaperone the party-goers, care 
for the ill, comfort the troubled 
and cheer up the homesick among 
their 306 young women charges. 


That kind of personal interest 
in the welfare of their guests 
makes the big brick building at 
Eighteenth and Pine streets less 
of a hotel and more of a private 
club, where room and board, pri- 
vate bath, maid service, tele- 
phone, laundry facilities, ironing 
boards, sewing machines, hair 
dryers—and recreation ranging 
from table tennis to a glee club— 
are available for less than $17 a 
week. 


“The purpose of the Salvation 
Army in establishing the Evange- 
line Residence,” said Capt. Ous- 
terhout, “was to give young 
women a Christian home away 
from home and to make sure 
they are in wholesome surround- 
ings.” 

To help keep their guests 
happy, the managers have even 
installed an idea box—known to 
everyone as the “gripe box’— 
where anyone can drop any sug- 
gestion, just so it’s signed. If 
possible, the request is granted. 
If not, the writer is told why. 

“It could apply to the food or a 
next door neighbor’s blaring ra- 
dio or an iron that needs to be 
repaired,” said the captain, “but 
we take care of it if we can.” 

The co-managers, who came 
here in February, 1950, have no 
Sharp division of authority on 
such matters. “Cap,” as he is 
known to the girls, usually di- 
rects the administrative and busi- 
ness problems while his wife con- 
fers with the full-time housekeep- 
er and her staff, helps smooth 
personal difficulties, takes trays 
to those who are ill and gets in 
touch with parents if necessary. 
Together, they direct a staff of 63. 


But they don’t interfere with 
the guests’. private lives, just so 
the house rules are obeyed. Most 
of the girls are from small towns 
in Missouri or southern Illinois, 
some from across the world. Their 
average age is from 20 to 22. 

“Because they are so young, 
homesickness is our major prob- 
lem,” said Mrs. Ousterhout, ‘‘They 
go out of here in droves on Fri- 
day night.” — 

Unless they have cause to wor- 
ry, they don’t check up on their 
charges. The doors are locked at 
12:30 a.m., and the nightwatch- 
man opens it for late comers. 
They sign in after 12:30, and are 
asked to notify the management 
if they expect to be out after 2:30, 
_ But the managers aren’t staying. 
awake to make sure the girls are 
all in their rooms on the dot, 
Within the limits of a few house 
rules, the guests come and go as 
they please. 

The rules aren’t stringent, but 
the girls are expected to follow 
them faithfully. On the first page 
of a little blue book given to each 
new registrant are these words: 

“We extend a hearty greeting. 
Welcome! This is your home, 
whether for a week or a year... 

“May you find here the Open 
Door of Friendship. Show your- 
self friendly, and friends you will 
find! 

“Whatever rules there may be 
are for the purpose of protecting 
you and insuring your comfort. 
A good standard is the Golden 
Rule... 

“May you be happy in this 
cheerful Christian atmosphere, 
and may God bless and keep you.” 

The rules and policies include 
these: 

Gentlemen will be received in 
the library, social room and rec- 
reation room until 11:30, in the 
lounge until midnight.

“Sometimes, a girl’ will come to 
Mrs, Carter and declare that she 
just can’t stay with her roommate 
another day,” said Capt. Ouster- 
hout. “Mrs. Carter talks to the 
girls and tries to smooth over the 
difficulty. If none of us can work 
out the problem, she will assign 
them to other rooms.” 

There is always a long waiting 
list. A year or so ago, residents 
over the age of 35 were asked to 
share their rooms to make facili- 
ties available to more young girls 
moving fo the city to take work, 
and the age limit for newcomers 
was lowered. 

On the theory that the young 
girls coming to St. Louis to take 
jobs wouldn’t have many dollars 
for extra expenses, the manage- 
ment has provided sewing and 
laundry rooms in the basement. 
There are four coin-operated 
washing machine, seven irons 
and ironing boards, three sewing 
machines, a large cutting table, 
a magazine rack with fashion 
magazines, four coin-operated 
hair dryers and a large gas-heated 
drying room for their laundry. 

They are given fresh linen once 
a week and towels three times a 
week. All the institutional laun- 
dry—3000 pieces a week—is done 
in a fully-equipped laundry, also 
in the basement. They are éx- 
pected to keep their rooms neat, 
but they have maid service every 
day except Sunday. 

On the first floor are a large 
game room and a recently-opened 
snack bar where the girls and 
their dates can meet in the eve-

West’s opening bid was pretty 
shaded, even at match-points, but 
it would have led to a good result 
if West’s defense had been better. 


Most players would double a 
spade with South’s holding, but 
the actual South thought the most 
important consideration — mofe 
important than the matter of a 
spade stopper—was to stay at the 
one-level; hence, his no-trump 
overcall. , 

East’s penalty double of one 
no-trump certainly should have 
made West look with favor on 
opening the ace and jack of 
spades, but West decided to keep 
that semi-tenace back of South's 
“strength,’ and so opened a low 
diamond. South captured East’s 
jack with the queen and simply 
exited by playing the ace and six 
of diamonds. 

West, back on lead with the 
diamond ten,: still felt that South 
must have something in spades 
for his no-trump, so he shifted to 
a low heart. South false-carded 
the nine on East’s ace, and put in 
the heart ten on East’s return of 
the heart five. West took the trick 
with the queen and, thinking that 
he could establish another heart 
trick for his side, continued the 
suit. South, however, won with 
the heart king, cashed the eight, 
and then boldly led a spade!
